Estes Kefauver: Political Enigma 


Sen. Estes Kefauver, who has won 
his way back to the Senate for another 
six years, is one of the country's most 
unusual political phenomena. 
His first real claim to fame was in 
1948 when he beat the well-known 
Crump machine in Tennessee to win 
elevation from the House to the Senate. 
On that beginning he built a na­ 
tional reputation with his celebrated 
crime hearings across the country. 
With the help of television he was, by 
1952, virtually a household word. 
Kefauver sought that year to con­ 
vert his gains by entering a host of 
Democratic presidential primaries. At 
the outset he defeated then President 
Truman in New Hampshire and went 
on to sweep the lot. 
This brought him to Chicago with 
upwards of 300 delegate votes, a good 
deal but far short of the number needed 
for nomination. He couldn’t get the rest 
of the way. 
Four years later he had enough re­ 
sidual strength to try again. Surpris­ 
ingly, he beat Adlai Stevenson in Min­ 
nesota. But in three subsequent testa— 
in Florida, Oregon and California— 
Stevenson turned the tables. Kefauver 
pulled out but then was nominated for 
vice president at Chicago. 


When the Stevenson-Kefauver tick­ 
et was crushed, the general feeling was 
that Kefauver was through as a presi- 
idential prospect. Yet even into 1960 
his holdover strength showed up in 
opinion polls, often placing him higher 
than several newer and more active 
candidates. 
Probably his day in the presidential 
limelight has indeed passed. He could 
never surmount his big hurdle: the 
party professionals of both North and 
South generally wanted no part of him. 
In 1956 they felt he had earned 
the running mate’s spot and would help 
the ticket. But that was the extent of 
their interest in him. 
His third term triumph in Tennessee 
assures him a place in the picture until 
1966, but it will never again be so large 
as before. 
Since he is a moderate in many 
ways, Tennessee’s resounding support 
of him most likely amounts to re-affir­ 
mation that the state itself prefers this 
course in many fields, including civil 
rights. 
It would be extremely risky to con­ 
clude from this result, however, that 
the entire South intends to give similar 
endorsement to the Democratic national 
ticket in November. That story is yet to 
be told.

Investigate Nursing Homes 
Before Placing a Loved One

How do you tackle the task of picking a nursing hom e-a task 
that faces many families when, at last, an elderly relative no longer 
can be cared for properly at home?

A letter from Mrs. R. T. W . a reader in a large 
experience-packed advice on this subject, then tells what members 
of the patient’s family can do to make the situation as happy as i 
- 
sible for the elderly person. 
She is a former executive housekeeper in a hospital, and at one 
time directed a small hospital for a group of doctors. 
“When my mother was 88, I found that, In spite of all kinds of 
help, she no longer could live alone In the big home she loved, she 
writes. “She had convalesced fairly well after a broken hip, but she 
refused to use her walker. 
, 
“She lost her appetite. She wouldn’t read or sew. She needed 
company her own age. I began the hunt for a nursing home where 
she would be well-cared for and happy.” 
Mrs. R. T. W. hired a cab—and looked over 17 nursing homes. 
She found that some of the highest priced were the worst. 
Here are some of her tips on what to look for: 
“Look for cleanliness In kitchens, as well as patients* rooms. Note 
odors of improperly cared-for toilets. 
“Note sounds. One of the highest-priced homes had many patients, 
but was deadly quiet. This means sedation in too many cases. It Is 
easier to give sedatives than to entertain patients. 
“Do the patients have freedom of movement? Is there a proper 
general lounge? Are games and TV available? 
"How about visiting hours? It's easy to clean up the house and the 
patients for specified, infrequent visiting hours. I picked a home where 
I could visit my mother at any time. 
“Check on licensing. Note the attitudes of the employes. Ask your 
doctor lf he has heard of the home.” 
What about the family's role? 
“Visit the patient and make him feel he is no burden," Mrs. R. T. 
W. suggests. "Olve him attractive clothes and a bright blanket or 
afghan. 
“A large cake for birthdays or holidays makes it possible for tile 
patient to play host—and boosts his ego. 
“Be sure to send frequent notes, cards and little gifts. 
“Ideas are a bird feeder and food, correspondence and postal cards 
with stamps, snapshots, pocket magazines, a pot of bulbs the patient 
can watch develop, toilet water, soap and powder. 
“It’s wise to have the patient’s own doctor make regular calls. And 
give the home permission to call him, as well as dentist and eye 
specialist, when necessary."

Watermelons are in big supply- 
even more In your markets today 
than at this time last year, re­ 
ports the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. The larger size mel­ 
ons are the most popular because 
they have more flesh that is free 
from seeds. 
Here are useful tips when buy­ 
ing watermelon, a fruit low in 
calories yet sweet to the taste: 
The essential factor of quality 
is maturity. As a rule, ripe melons 
of good quality are firm, sym­ 
metrical In shape, fresh and at­ 
tractive in appearance and of good 
color. The color may vary from a 
deep solid green to a gray, ac­ 
cording to the variety, with the 
underside yellowish. Look for a 
bloom over the surface of the rind, 
giving a somewhat velvety appear­ 
ance. Generally, such melons will 
have a crispy, sweet and juicy 
flesh, although sweetness largely 
depends on the variety. 
Every part of the watermelon 
has its pleasing uses. Pickle the 
rind for a delicately tart relish, or 
candy the rind for a subtly fla­ 
vored tidbit. In some parts of the 
world, the seeds are roasted, salt­ 
ed and eaten like nuts

ice” as follows: Combine I quart 
watermelon juice (easily extracted 
from ripe melons) with ii tea­ 
spoon salt, H cup sugar and the 
juice of one lemon.
